The kaiser is with the chancellor for 
far reaching political reforms as soon 
as practicable. This is the only inter- 
pretation which can be and is being put 
on the official comment on President 
Wilson’s speech; 

By implication, the political specialists 
see an imperial promise to the German 
people to begin at the earliest possible 
moment with the work of internal polit- 
ical reform. In disclaiming autocracy 
and specifically proclaiming a “ people's 
kingdom of the Hohenzollerns,” there 
is seen more than a hint that the new 
orientation will be applied in the first in- 
stance to Prussia, including the abolition 
of the three lane Prussian electoral 
system. 


Liberals Jubilant Over Victory. 
The social democratic and liberal ele- 


ements in Germany are jubilant over 
this guarded statement as to just where 
the kaiser stands on the question of Ger- 
many’s future form of government. It 
clinches their yictory in the political 
struggle with the ultra-conservative and 
reactionary forces, who today are silent. 

“It is clearly and unequivocally the

Because it is man power and not money that 
ectually fights battles, it is thrift and not war 
loans or war taxes that actually supports armies 
in the battle. 

Armies do not eat gold pieces and they do not 
shoot wads of ten dollar bills. They eat things 
which men grow and raise and they shoot things 
men manufacture. Man power in the battlefield, 
supported by man power in the factory and sod 
power in the wheat field, wins victories. 

What war taxes and war loans do is to take| 
man power from useless jobs and put it to useful 
jobs.. They take the man whose occupation is 
pushing dancing pumps around a waxed floor and 
put him to pushing ammunition boxes around a 
They accomplish this by making 
him go to work to pay for his livelihood. 

It ig, because war loans and war taxes take the 
moneyof individuals and put it to public purposes 
that they force thrift.. The nation in war time 
would not think of paying for perfume salesmen 
and cabaret singers. Individuals in war time might 
pay for these people. But if the government has 
their money they cannot pay for them. Their 
surplus pays for national needs, not for private 
distractions.

~ARLET FEVER is one of the 
least contagious of all contagious 
diseases, yet at this season and 
for’ another month the disease 
will be widely prevalent. It wiil 
die down with the oncoming of warm 
weather.

served fourteen months of her term in 
the penitentiary at Cape Town with 
Kaffir and Hottentot women conyicis 
among her fetlow prisoners. 

Her conviction is on record, and since 
the fnrigration authoritics of the Unit- 
ed States are compelled by statute to 
bar aliens who have been eonvicted of 
felony abroad, it is difficult to see how 
they can possibly grant. admiasion to 
ex-Princess Catherine Radziwill.

In consequence of her adventures in 
South Africa and eleewhere, she was 
divorced by her husband, the late. 
Prince Wiliam Radziwill, in June, 1906, 
and ts now the wife of a civil engiheer 
bearing the German name of Charles 
Emil Kolb, who makes his headquarters 
at Munich, and who is, I understand, a 
Bavarian, although prior to the present 
war he had a good deal of business in 
Russia. , 

The ex-princess, or, rather, Mme. 
Kolb, is claimed by the great De Biowitz 
of the London Times to have played a 
rdéle in connection with the mysterious 
‘tragedy of the famous Russian Gen. 
Skobeleff's death. She is a woman of 
excellent birth, being a daughter of the 
late Count William Rzewuski of the 
Polish aristocracy, while her mother be- 
longed to the great Ressiga house of 
Dashkow. 

Her first husband, the late Prince Wil- 
liam Radziwill, was a major on the re- 
serve list of the Prussian army and a 
chamberlain of the emperor of Russia. 
He was a brother:ef the late Prince 
Anthony Radziwill, head of the entire 
Radziwill family, and Prince Albert 
Radziwill, who married Mise Dorothy 
Deacon of New York, was, therefore, 
his nephew. | 

By pis union with Countess Catherine 
Rzewuska, Prince William had three 
daughters and a son. One of the daugh- 
ters is the widow of the late Prince 
Bilicher of Walistatt, great-grandeon of 
the Prussian field marshal who was 
with the Duke of Wellington at Water- 
loo. Another daughter is married to 
Couat Lothar Biiicher, while the son, 
whe fell fighting for Russia in the early 
months of the present war, bere the 
name of Nicholas. | 
The ex-princess is now, after having 
beep in the direst extremities for y, 
well off, thanks to the fortune 
ahe from her father's brother, 
Coumt Adam Rzewuski. She is related 
to many of the houses of the Russian 
and German aristocracy, ‘and was re- 
etived at many courts of Europe and 
was a popular figure in London society, 
frequently ¢ s weok-ene wernt of he, te 
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Lord Salisbury at! Hatfield and a wel- 
come figure at many’of the great houses 
in Lomion._ 

She first met Cecil Rhodes at a dinner 
in London given him by the late Mo- 
berly Bell, general manager of the 
Times, and was undoubtedly for several 
yeara the Egeria of the South African 
colossus | 

It te eald the rupture of their friend- 


ship Was brought about through Sir 


Starr Jameson, who was Cecil Rhodes’ 
most intimate friend, and from that, 
time forth she persecuted the colossus. 
She followed him from London to the 
cape against his wishes, and undoubted- 
ly discounted the promissory notes 
which she was convicted of having 
forged im the belief that he would not 
dare-to deny their genuineness. His 
closest associates insist that bis trouble 
with her hastened his premature death. 

The ex-princess, who was formerty a 
member of the Royal Bavarian Ladies’ 
Order of Therese, founded In 1827 by 
Queen Theresa, was dropped therefrom 
after her conviction of forgery and her 
divorce by her husband 


| ‘She did not hesitate after her libera- 


tion and return to London, in the fall 
of 1903, to put forward claims of be- 
tween §5,000,000 and $10,000,000 against 
the estate of Cecil Rhodes, who had 
meanwhile died, and founded on letters 
and promises said to have been written 
by him. 

She never, however, succeeded in get- 
ting anything from the Rhodes execu-

Care of an Established Lawn. 
AVING properly established 
lawn in previous issues, we a 
ceed to give it such care and at- 
tention as will permanently keep 
it so. 

The winter top dressing is raked off 
when the grass has started early in 
April. If manure was not available for 
that purpose last autumn, it will be 
necessary now to spread either pulver- 


at the rate of about fifteen tons to the 
acre or 188 pounds to the square rod 
(sixteen and one-half feet each way); 
the latter at the rate of one ton to the 
acre or twelve and one-half pounds to 
the square rod. 

As soon thereafter as the ground is 
sufficiently dry it is rolled down with a 
heavy lawn roller or, on small areas, 
tamped with the weighted tamper pre- 
viously described. This smooths the 
lawn and imbeds firmly any roots which 
may have been exposed by winter frost 
or the recent ayes € 


Whenever the nel has reached a 
height of two one-half to three 
inches it mu mowed down to one 
or one and one-half inches. The clip- 
pings should generally be caught up in 
the canvas grass collector attached to 
the mgewer and spread as a mulch in 
the vegetable garden to retain the 
moisture in summer. During the hot- 
test part of summer the clippings should 
remain on the lawn for protection. 
Cease mowing when frost sets in, usual- 
ly the first week in October, The grass 
must not be allowed to go to seed, as 
the process is very exhausting to plant 


Sprinkling is necessary only once 
every five to seven days of drought 
in spring and autumn and once every 
three days of drought in summer. 
| Whenever we do sprinkle, however,. it 
should be a light spray sufficiently pro- 
tracted to saturate soil to a depth 
of three to four inches, The most serv- 
iceable is the ‘“‘butterfly"’ sprinkling 
head mounted on a pipe with spear end 
at the bottom.
